Brick Swindle Case in Point. 
The case in point was the prosecution by 
the state at St. Louis of Thomas P. Keyes, 
charged with obtaining money under false 
pretenses. He was sentenced to the peniten- 
tlary tor two years. July 6, 1905, Keyes 


‘gold twenty shares of the St. Louis Brick 


Cement Manufacturing company to William 
Perry, a farmer from Michigan, for $2,000, 


half of which was paid in cash and the re- 


mainder in notes and property. He repre- 
sented the plant was operated by steam 
power and had a capacity of 50,000 bricks 
daily. 

Keyes had an office at 801 Chestnut street 
and had samples of the brick the company 
wae supposed to manufacture.

Of the purported capital of 
$50,000 some $48,000 was in a patent of no 
value. Keyes is now in the penitentiary. 


May Curb Fraud in Business. 

The opinion in this case is. deemed by the 
attorney general as being of great impor- 
tance and will put an end to the common prac 
tice of obtaining money by fraudulent rep- 
resentations. The feature of the opinion fol- 
lows: 

“ We areaware of the extent to which some 
courts have gone in announcing the rule 
that it is no.part of the duty of a court to 
interpose and protect the unduly credulous 
who are willing to give credence to the aa- 
sertions of parties seeking to acquire money 
or property. If the rule is to be gnnounced 
that money or property may. be obtained 
from a citizen of this state by another by 
means of false or fraudulent representations 
and with a design to defraud unless the 
party to whom such false and fraudulent rep- 
resentations are made makes an investiga- 
tion, we confess that such a rule would ap- 
proach the abolishment of the true purpose 
and spirit of the provision of the statute.” 

Quoting a New York opinion Judge Fox de- 
clared: 

“The statute is designed to furnish pro- 
tection of those who from undue confidence 
in others or inexperience are liable to become 
victims of dishonest or designing dealers.’’

Unnamed London ion Surgecp Practices 
Method of Incising Skin Which Is 
Distinet Advance in Surgery. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 22.—Some hospitals here 
are é¢mploying for operations an unnamed 
surgeon who has perfected a method of in- 
cising the skin without leaving a visible 
scar. His success is mainly attributable to 
his skill and experience, but his method is 
to cut the skin slantwise instead of at right 
angles to the surface. 

He uses hollow ground scalpels made after 
his Own designs. His share of the opera- 
tions is to make the first incision and to join 
the edges of the skin after the operation. 
Perfect contact of the edges of the skin is 
obtained under the lens. Then a rigid dress- 
ing is applied in such a manner as to prevent 
the skin from contracting, considerable 
pressure being employed. Sometimes mas- 
sage forms part of the healing treatment. 

is claimed old scars from operations can 
be removed by this method, which, ft is as- 
serted, is one of the most important advances 
made in surgery in recent years.

JAMES HARRISON BOWEN DEAD,

THE STREET PAVING PRO BLEM. 

One of the municipal problems which 
should heve the most careful consideration 
is that of street paving. It has many phases 
in a city which covers as much ground as 
Chicago does, To do it properly requires 
a large outlay of money, a constant atten- 
tion in the direction of cleaning and repairs, 


which to base decisions regarding the char- 
acter of the paving in a particular instance. 
Its relationship to many other utilities is 
close and vital. Some streets are strictly 
residence places, with a minimum of heavy 
teaming; others are avenues for.rapid travel 
by carriage or automobile; still others are 
thoroughfares over which there is a steady 
stream of travel and trucking, Some are 
in the heatt of the business district, others 
are on the outskirts, where there is less need 
of constant attention. In some cases there 
must be a wide street so that many teams 
may move in opposite directions without 
danger of congestion. In other instances 
much of the width of the street might well 
be used for ornamental parkways with pass- 
ing room only in the roadway proper. And 
the whole matter is further complicated by 
the demands of the public utilities which 
make use of the space below the’surface, the 
sewers, water pipes, gas pipes, telegraph 
and telephone wires. It is questionable 
whether there is a single municipal .prob- 
lem so important as this one of paving. 

The proposition to have a careful study 
made of the methods of raising the money 
for paving improvements is one which de- 
serves.the best thought of the authorities. 
There is much in the statement that the 
present plan of special assessments works 
much hardship to the property owners. 
There is a theory that a piece of property is 
enhanced in value because of street im- 
provements, and that, therefore, the owner 
should pay for this work. That is usually 
true of the first improvement. But, if the 
city suffers a pavement to go to ruin, or the 
public generally-uses a street until the sur- 
face is worn out and a new one is demanded, 
it is questionable whether the property 
owner should again be forced to pay. If he 
is not taxed specially for the repairs then 
the money must be obtained in some other 
way, anda municipal fund of large size must 
be provided to cover the necessary outlays. 

In many cases it is probably true that the 
first improvement is not made in the best 
possible way, and that false economy in the 
beginning on the part of property owners 
who are unwilling to pay for expensive per- 
manent improvements proves costly,in the 
end. If there was a definite plan of work 
determined on, with a clear understanding 
‘that streets in a particular locality, or hay- 
ing a certain amount of average travel over 
them, were to be paved with oné kind of sur- 
facing, this varying in accordance with care- 
ful reports along lines already suggested, 
much might be saved by city and by owner. 


fore, if the city is to keep the streets in good 
condition after they have once been paved 
is clogely associated with the questions 
about proper construction, and any investi- 
gation should be broad enough in its scope 
to cover the several phases of what must 
eontinue to be one of the vital tépics of city 
life, until an intelligent and practical solu- 
tion is reached. 


BURTON'S SENTENCE UPHELD. 

For over two years the state of Kansas 
practically has been deprived of half of 
its representation in the senate, Since 
Senator Burton was indicted for the first 
time early in 1904 he has been a senator 
to the extent only of drawing his pay. He 
has taken no part in legislation. An at- 
tempt to do so would not have been tol- 
erated. The senate has submitted to the 
stigma of his membership and his state 
has been deprived of half its voting power 
in that body. Nothing of the kind has 
happened before, and it is to be ‘hoped 
never will again. 

If Mr. Burton had not been a man with 
brazen indifference to public sentiment he 
would have resigned when he was first 
indicted, or at the latest when he was 
first convicted. Duty to his constituents 
required it. Byen if he had been con- 
‘vineed of his dwn innocence. When he 
failed to resign after he had been convict- 
ed for the first time the senate could 
with propriety have expelled him, It pre- 
ferred to wait until he had finished with 
the courts, and the courts had got through 
with him, | 

He«was given a second trial and was 

again found guilty. He appealed again 
to the Supreme court, which has sustained 
the verdict. He has sixty days in which 
to apply for a rehearing, which, if asked 
for, presumably will be refused. Then 
there will be no excuse for further delay 
on the part of the senate. There is in- 
deed no excuse for delay now. 
* The courts cannot oust a senator from 
office. They may put him in prison, but 
he wil] remain a senator unless he shal! 
resign or the senate shall expel him in 
the exercise of its constitutional power. 
The responsibility for the retention ‘of 
Burton’s name on the senate rolls rests 
upon the senate alone. One ¢onelusion 
to be drawn from this Burton case is that 
when a senator is indicted and refuses to 
resign the senate should investigate and if 
the facts warrant it shall expel him. [f 
there had been such an inquiry when Bur- 
ton wis first tried he would have been in 
private oe jong ago.

Was at Konieh, that is*to say, prior to its 
transfer to Broussa. The shereefs of Konieh 
had a sort of shadowy claim themselves to 


the dignity of padishah, but, as in the case. 


of the dukes of Medina-Coell, on the occa- 
sion of the accession to the throne of the 


kings of Spain, the shereef solemnly re- 


nounces all rights that he may possess in 
favor of the new sultan. 

In Japan the imperial regalia consists of a 
chrysanthemum shaped mirror of copper, 
called the Yata No Kagani; secondly, a two 
edged sword, called Mura Kumo, engraved 
with strange emblems, whose workmanship 
alone attests an age of more than 8,000 


‘years; and thirdly, certain jewels, set in a 


curious tusk like shape, called Yasakani No 
Magatama. The mirror is preserved at the 
temple of Ise, but is never seen, and the 
sword and jewels are likewise preserved 
there, although the emperor has in his palace 
at Tokio two fine rooms, in one of which is 
kept a copy of the sword, while the other 
apartment is devoted to the preservation of a 
reproduction of the jewels. The so-called 
“room of the sword ” at the palace at Tokio 
is the most sacred ere of the imperial 
abode. ‘ |

Prince Reshad Effendi, eldest brother, and 
heretofore the heir presumptive, of the sultan 
of Turkey, has recently, late in the day, it 
is true, surrendered his rights of succession 
to the throne on the ground of fll health, and 
has thereby secured not merely freedom 
from the gilded captivity to which he has 
been condemned since the accession of Abdul 
Hamid, but has likewise insured the pro- 
longation of his days. Throughout the 
greater part of the present sultan’s reign 
every plot against him has had for !ts object 
the placing upon the throne of one or the 
other of his two brothers, that is to say, ex- 
Sultan Murad or Reshad Effendi. Murad 
died three or four years ago, and from that 
time on the malcontents turned their eyes 
and centered their hopes upon Reshad. The 
sultan, who had always been jealous of him. 
became imbued with feelings of such hatreé 
and fear that he would not e¥en allow his 
name “to be mentioned tn his presence, and 
that attempts to approach Reshad were, in 
the case of native dignitaries, followed by 
immediate disgrace, and, where foreign diplo- 

ats were concerned, by a request for their 
recall as no longer persone grate. Reshad 
knew that his life was in danger, and has 
preferred to sacrifice his rights to the throne 
in order to protect himself from assassina- 
tion and to recover his freedom. 

The next heir is Prince Ahmed Yusuf, 
eldest son of the late Sultan Abdul Assiz. 
He has never made any secret of his con- 
viction that his father had been. done to 
death and deposed by the present sultan. 
The prince, since he has become heir ap- 
parent through Reshad’’s abdication of his 
rights, has been deprived of his liberty and 


closely imprisoned in one of the palaces néar. 


Scutari, on the Asiatic shore of the Bos- 
porus. In spite of the closeness with which 
he is guarded a number of malcontents, of 
high and low degree, have managed to es- 
tablish intercourse with him, and it is related

It is said that proofs of intrigues of Izzet 
with the heir apparent fell into the hands 
of Gen. Ali Schamyl Pasha, the Kurdish 
chief who was military governor of Scutari 
and charged with the supervision of the 
palace in which the prince was confited. 
That accounts for the hot haste with which 
Izzet, by virtue of the authority delegated 
to him by the sultam—his title is ‘‘ com- 
municator of the verdBal commands of the 
sultan ’’—caused the arrest not only of 
Schamyl Pasha but also of his brother and 
all the members of his family, and their de- 
portation without trial to Tripoli, in Africa, 
where Schamyl and his brother have al- 
ready been put to death, the members of his 
family being exiled to a remote oasis of the 
Sahara desert, to the south of Tripoll. 

By this means Izzet Pasha was able to pre- 
vent Gen. Schamyl! Pasha from laying before 
the sultan the proofs of his treasénable rela- 
tions with the heir apparent. But Gen. 
Schamy! has left many friends at Constanti- 
nople who are bent on avenging him, while 
Izzet has many bitter foes. It is probable, 
therefore, that the sultan will, sooner or 
later, be placed in possession of the facts 
of We case and then one of two things will 
happen: Either the sultan or Izzet will die. 
Hither Izzet will call on the Syrian troops at 
the yildiz kiosk, that is to say, the palace of 
the sultan, to rally round him, depose Abdul 
Hamid (of course, killing him), and then 


place Prince Ahmed Yusuf on the throne,, 


Or else Izzet will die, slain in the same sud- 
den and mysterious manner as 4]l those other 
trusted favorites of the sultan the moment 
they had ceased to please. The list is a long 
one, including as it does Ghani Bey, Lout- 
flagha, Sureya Pasha, Redvan Pasha, Has- 
san Pasha, and, of course, Midhot Pasha, to 
whom the sultan owes his throne. There are 
many others, and as a rule their deaths, due 
to the fact of their knowing too much, have 
gone unpunished. - 
-e- 


The question will naturally be asked why 
Izzet Pasha, whose power surpasses that of 
every other dignitary of the Ottoman em- 
pire, irtcluding even that of the grand vizier, 
should be dissatisfied with his lot, seeing 
that he is virtually the alter ego of the 
sultan. Like so many men, however, he 
has still great ambitions which have not yet 
been fulfilled. A Syrian by birth, his one 
dream is to become khedive, viceroy, or 
prince of a Syria possessed of the same 
autonomy as Egypt or Crete; in fact, to 
found a dynasty in Syria like that of the 
khedive in Egypt. He has in this the sup- 
port of the important revolutionary party 
of Syria. Abdul Hamid would never con- 
sent to grant Syria autonomy or to crown the 
ambitions of Izzet. In fact, he abhors the 
word autonomy. But Izzet Is believed to 
have effected an understanding with the heir 
apparent w ereby, in return for deposing 
Abdul Hamid and placing upon his throne 
Prince Ahmed Yusuf, the latter will Invest 
him with the office and power of a khedive 
or vassal king of Syria. From the above it 
will be seen that grave events are impend- 
ing at Stamboul.

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“Julie Bonbon,” which came 6 the Garrick 
Monday evening for a summer stay, is out 
of the usual run of theatrical entertain- 
ments. It is a good entertainment, but the 
classifying of it would be difficult. Its name 
suggests musical comedy, and certain of its 
scenes carry out that suggestion. It con- 
tains situations which belong in the realm 
of broad farce, it has touches of  melo- 
drama, parts of it are comedy, there are™ 
moments of sentiment and also of pathos, 
there is some clever character drawing 
which shows a clear and exact study of life, 
and there are noise and excitement enough 
about parts of the performance to warrant 
the conclusion that the piece is the most bois- 
terous farce comedy possible. And yet out 
of all this sirange mixture Miss Lipman has 
evolved a play which supplies her and Mr. 
Mann with roles excellently suited to their 
best abilities and which keeps an audience 
uncommonly well entertained. 

Mr. Mann has a réle which, while it is un- 
pleasant in many of its aspects, comes more 
nearly to showing this talented player in his 
proper light than has any other character 
he has assumed since he becamea star. He 
plays an unprincipled, bibulous, generally 
impossible old Frenchman in truly remark- 
He has elaborated the por- 
trayal until there is not a detall, pleasant or 
unpleasant, that is lacking. His makeup is 
masterly; his walk, position when standing, 
bend of the head, movement of the hands, 
ae in the eye, tone of voice—all are to the 

fe 

It is the acme: of realism in impersonation 
and only the grace of poetry and imagina- 
tion is needed to lend it greatness. This glori- 
fying grace the actor seems unable to lend it 
and therefore that which might have been 
a masterwork becomes only a piece of clever 
workmanship. But thie portrayal marks a 
long step forward in Mr. Mann’s progress. 
He missed a golden opportunity in “ The 
Second Fiddle,” when he burlesqued’a role 
instead of playing it wholly along the lines of 
serious character portrayal. He has giyen 
s¢rious treatment to his present part and the 
technical skill he shows gives hope that all in 
good time he may go still farther in the same 
direction and end by enriching the stage with 
a masterly characterization—one which is not 
only complete in externals, but touched by 
ideality and beauty. His success in this part 
should give him courage and in another sea- 
6¢n or two he will have increased his abilities 
and will have lived down his reputation. He 
has made a name for himself as a burlesque 
— and the pub?ic still considers him 
such, 

At the Garrick last evening the audience 
Was exasperating in the persistency with 
which it giggled and laughed at everything 
Mr. Mann did. He strove his utmost to make 
the character of Jean Poujol plausible and 
real. A large sectioh of the audience would 
eecept it only as a subject for grins and 
guffaws. And in the majority of instances 
the laughter was not due to anything Mr. 
Mann did which called for laughter, but sim- 
ply because he was doing it. He had beena 
clown in the past, he must needs be one at 
present. In a few yearsif the actor persevere 
the public may come to give him more serious 
consideration. His past will be In part for- 
gotten and then the character actor of worth 
which last night's work gave good reason for 
believing exists in him will be not only fully 
8 trai but recognized.

‘Miss Lipman in this her first attempt at 
dramatic writing has shown herself- pos- 
se¢esed of promising abilities. She writes with 
a good understanding of what is theatrically 
effective, she draws character clearly and ac- 
curately, and she supplies some clever, crisp 
dialogue. She has conceived a story of a 
young French girl who is burdened with a 
father who from having once been a brave 
soldier and a man well to do has. sunk into 
a worthless, improvident, besotted old wretch 
who lives on hér earnings arid does nothing 
She is a brave, 
impulsive creature, however, is fond of him 
and loyal to him; and having come to New 
York. she, Sy her personal charm, her tact. 
ana her keen insight into the weaknesses of 
humanity, has built up for herself a highly 
profitable trade as milliner on Fifth avenue.

most convinced of the impossibility of the 
union between Julie and himself. The son 
goes, however, to her at a birthday party 
given in Little Hungary, they quarrel, Julie, 
in pique, promises to marry an elderly suitor, 
but matters are straightened out at the last 
moment, and the two lovers run off to Paris, 
leaving the father behind with the consoling 
information that he will be provided with an 
allowance.

Miss Lipman clearly has devoted great care 
ty the drawing of the characters of Julie and 
om her father. The latter is done with re- 
markable skill and completeness, and while 
certain details of it are overdone both by her 
and by Mr. Mann in his embodiment of it, 
the work In the main is highly effective and 
is deserving of hearty praise. The dramatist 
who.can place a peculiar character so plainly 
before her audience has the ability to accom- 
plish considerable in writing for the stage. 
Julie is skillfully drawn also. The French- 
iness of the woman's character is brought out 
etrongly in a number of the scenes, and it is 
never wanting in any one of them. All the 
impulsiveness, the talkativeness, the quick- 
ness of moyement, the rapid changes of mood 
which belong to the race are present, and 
are employed with excellent understanding of 
their value and their effect. Scenes in the 
milliner shop and in the restaurant show 
also that Miss Lipman has a keen eye for ths 
habits and manners of ‘the human anima! 
when on either business or pleasure bent, and 
there is life and.spirit in all of the scenes. 
The performance is thordughly praise merit- 
ing. It moves briskly and with great smooth- 
tess. Two ofthe acts require the presence on 
the stage of a large number of people, and 
both of these are hahdled in a manner which 
lends them naturalness and attractiveness. 

The assisting company ig competent. Mr. 
Alsop as Van Brunt ’s an acceptable lover, 
Mr. Pauncefort plays the elderly suitor of 
Julie with good understanding, and Misses 
Lamar, Baxter, Bertrand, and Lesser as the 
women in Julie’s: shop furnish amusing

And we find familiar viands put on tle mar- 
ket in what seems to usa curious way. Thus, 
chickens are chopped. up so that a customer 
can buy an entire dinner of trotters, or wings, 
or breast meat, if she wishes In one corner 
of the market is a soup kitchen where the 
workers and anyone else who chooses can 
buy a pannikin of soup and a chunk of bread 
for a few centessimi. 

We stepped out of the southwest corner of 
the halles for a moment, near the Boulevard 
@e Sebastopol, to see in the small square 
there the beautiful renaissance Fountain of 
the Innocents, built om the site of the old 
church of the game name. It reminds us that 
we are in the near neighborhood of the 
Louvre and the Seine. We could walk 
to the opera house in fifteen minutes or reach 
there by busin half thetime. But lam sure 
that you want first to go to the Palais Royal, 
which is close at hand. Onour way there we 
shall pass by the Church of St. Bustache, im- 
portant among churches of Parison account 
of the excellence of tts religious music, which 
on great festivals is performed with the aid 
of an orchestra. The building has the fur- 
ther interest for us as the place where the 
“ Feast‘of Reason” was celebrated in 1793 
and where Mirabeau’s funeral wes sol- 
emnized before his body was conveyed to the 
Panthéon. 

We pass by the Bourse de Commerce, or 
ola Corn Exchange, and the fluted Doric 
column, relic of Marie de Medici’s palace, 
once here, which contains the staircase by 
which the queen used to mount to her astro- 


logical observatory upon the top. Now we, 


are at the Banque de France of the precious 
cellars stocked with diamonds, bullion, and 
other precious things, carefully guarded. A 
moment more and we enter the garden of the 
Palais Royal by an unobtrusive side passage. 

Where is the splendor which we have 
always associated with this romantic name? 
Shades of Richelieu! Here, indeed, ts re- 
vealed a tragedy of departed glory. There is 
a promenade beneath small shade trees; 
there is a basin of water which does service 
as a fountain; theré are one or two flower 
beds. There are sculptures, too, and in the 
afternoon, when the band is playing, the 
court takes on somewhat of a festive air. 
But by morning light, when nearly deserted, 
it is dreary enough. The trinket shops 
around its borders show cheap and tawdry 
wares. The cafés which occupy the second 
floor are good for their inexpensive kind. 
Here is the entrance to the old vaudeville 
theater of the Palais Royal. In the garden 
are occasional benches which ycu may occu- 
py for nothing, and chairs for use of which 
you have to pay two cents. It would be 
interesting to stay until noon whe. the little 
cannon placed behjnd the statue of Eurydice 
is fired automatically by means of a burning 
giass. But ‘tis not worth the time that it 
would take. 

But before we go take a sentimental back- 
ward glance at the fo:iage of the court, re- 
membering that it was from one of these 
trees of the Palais Royal that Camille Des- 
moulins. plucked: the leaf which became a 
green cockade and rallying sign for the ad- 
verearies of those wao took the Bastile. 

Riding in the Avenue de l’Opéra a few min- 
utes later we notice an amusing bakery sicn, 
which designates the shop as that of the 
“Dog who Jumps." Upon its awning its a 
picture of the frisky poodle. We are well 
used by this time to signs which tell of lions 
possessing differing attributes, as the 
‘** amorous lion,” the “ golden lion,’’ ete. But 
this is a new one to us. I suppose that all 


of these signs are relics of old heraldic «m-._ 


ble ms. 

Speaking of signs, I want also to call your 
attention to the icequency with which a 
woman’s name appears, elther as a member 
ofa firm in company with her husband, or 
else alone, especially in cases where she pro- 
claims herself a widow.
